Regulation of the sale of choco 


lates of various kinds is given in 
amendments to the Liquor Act 
which made their appearance on 


Monday. Chocolates known by such 
titles as “whisky, rum and brandy” 
will be barred if they contain flay 
ors of these spirits. 

The much talked of Discipline of 
the Professions Bill also made its 
appearance, The act provides for 
the appointment of a Professional 
Discipline Board, which shall have 
disciplinary powers over any profes 
sion or calling which has no discip 
linary powers of its own, and with 
disciplinary powers over any profes 
sion or calling after reference has 
been made to the governing body 
of such profession 

It also provides for av appeal to 
the Board by any person who has 
been disciplined by his own pro 
fession for conduct which involves 
no moral turpitude, and = in cases 
where the governnig body of a pro 
fession takes no action, or takes 
inadequate action, the Board has 
power of its own motion to step in 
and punish the persons whose con 
duct is complained of 

The Board is given very complete 
powers as to compelling witnesses to 
give evidence, and there is n0 appeal 
from its decisions, In hearing evi 
dence the Board is not bound by the 
technical rutes of legal evidence, and 
so far as the enforcement of its 
orders, the payments of costs, and 
all other matters necessary it has 
all the powers, rights, and privileges 
that are vested in the Supreme 
Court of Alberta.
